At the at recta committee of the 
council yesterday afternoon, the aider- 
men received quite a sharp reprimand, 
voiced by a deputation from the Re¬ 
turned Holdlers' Association with re¬ 
gard to the appointment of returned 
soldiers in ths civic services, arising 
out of the recent selection of aiv as¬ 
sistant sanitary inspector. 

H. W. Hart, secretary of the asso¬ 
ciation, claimed at th# outset that the 
aldermen had failed to keep the prom¬ 
ise made to a deputation in July that 
preference would be given to returned 
eoldier*. and the association should he 
notified qf the appointments that fell 
vacant. This had not been done in 
two casei lie named. 

He criticised the non-appointment of 
returned soldiers In the count of the 
soldiers' vote at the parliament build¬ 
ings, and said it was rank discrimina¬ 
tion. If the public bodies did not wish 
to respect their pledges to the re¬ 
turned soldiers, they ought not to 
make them. Ha submitted they had 
no support from the public, and hav¬ 
ing failed to carry their point by quier 
application to employers, they Intend¬ 
ed to he out to fight everyone falling 
to asnlst thoaq men who had fought for 
them. 

"The action of the council," he de¬ 
clared. "in giving positions to men who 
have done nothing at this time of crisis 
is stabbing in the back the men w ho 
have fought for you.
